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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 6 and 1 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rennerfelt '184. Rennerfelt shows an eccentric gearing with involute tooth geometry specific to 
eccentric gearing. Figure 1 shows an exploded diagram for an example of the gearing, with a ring 
gear 2, an eccentric pinion 9, and drive or driven shaft 14. The ring gear appears to be secured 
and the pinion appears to be freely rotatable in this example. The loose coupling 26 allows free 
radial movement of the pinion gear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5, and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rennerfelt '184 as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Koriakov-Savoysky et al. 
'668. Rennerfelt doesn't show an embodiment where there are two ring gears, nor where there 
are freely rotatable ring gears. Koriakov-Savoysky show such an arrangement in figure 1. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art to make either the ring gear or the 
pinion gear of Rennerfelt the input or the output gear, and either one freely rotatable, as required 
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and shown by Koriakov- Savoy sky, because it would be a use of a known technique to improve a 
similar device in the same way. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-4, and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Prior Art Discussed 

The examiner has considered the references cited by applicant in his Information 
Disclosure filed May 18, 2006.
